Out-of-District Students 
Discussed By Albany’s 
New Supt. of Schools 


Recently, a small group of cit- 
izens, who had expressed much 
concern about ‘‘out-of-district” 
students attending Al bany 
Schools, were invited to meet 
with Charles McCully, new su- 
perintendent of Albany Unified 
Sehool District; William Kilby, 
District business manager, and 
two Board of Education mem- 
bers, Jack Rosano, the presi- 
dent, and Robert Nehls. 

“The most controversial issue 
I found when I arrived here,” 
Superintendent McCulley told 
the audience, “was the out-of- 
district students! People wanted 
to know ‘What's going on?? 
What is the cost???’ and many 
other ramifications.” 

“Before leading up to a policy 
to be adopted (by the Board),” 
he continued, ‘‘I wanted to talk 
face to face, with those people 
who wanted clarification and in- 
formation, and to get as much 
in-put as I could before going 
to the Board with a proposal to 
adopt.” 

“IT would never have stated in 
the past, that the out-of-district 
student in Albany was not cost- 
ing the Albany taxpayer money 


because I think it was," McCul 
ly said emphatically. ‘‘However, 
I can guarantee that the taxpay- 
ers of Albany will not spend 
one cent to educate these stu- 
dent again,’ he promised. 

According to a new law in 
California, those attending the 
meeting were informed, the dis- 
trict if the student’s residence 
will claim the A.D,A, (Average 
Daily Attendance money paid 
by the State) and the district of 
attendance will bill the resi- 
dence district for educational 
costs at the end of the school 
year. According to this, the Al- 
bany Unified School District 
will bill the Berkeley School 
District $1,080 for each Berke- 
ley resident who attends the Al- 
bany schools ,ete. 

“Tf the Albany School District 
had charged tuition for each 
one of the out-of-district stu- 
dents attending our schools dur- 
ing the 1972-73 school year, we 
would have received approxi- 
mately $90,000 for those attend- 
ing kindergarten through high 
school grades,” the Superinten- 
dent estimated.

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Public Hearing 
On Marin Avenue 
Set For Tuesday 


The Albany Planning Com- 
mission has announced a public 
‘hearing to be held Tues., Sept. 
25, at 8 p.m., in the City Coun- 
cil Chambers, to consider rezon- 
ing one block of Marin Avenue. 

The change being considered, 
on the north side of Marin, be- 
tween Evelyn and Talbot Ave- 
nue, would provide for profes- 
sional offices adjacent to Al- 
bany Hospital. The proposal 
was initiated by a Resolution of 
Intention by the City Council. 

Revision of the General Plan 
is in process, according to Sam 
Dows, Commission chairman, 
and the zoning must be compat- 
ible. The Commission is cogni- 
zant of the many considerations 
—along with the excellent Al- 
bany Hospital, the City needs 
additional professional facilities 
to augment medical care. 

The Commission feels that the 
rezoning proposal has a great 
deal of merit, and concerns all 
residents of Albany. However, 
since ‘‘benefits’” seem to create 
“problems,’’ constructive discus- 
sion from interested residents 
will contribute substantially to 
the ultimate decision. 

The Commission emphasizes 
that a public hearing is not a 
protest meeting—the purpose of 
the hearing is to elicit construc- 
tive suggestions, Recommenda- 
tions by the Commission to the 
City Council will reflect the dis- 
cussions and desires of the resi- 
dents, for revision of the Al- 
bany General Plan.
